Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—Last bulletin gave forecasts 
of disturbance to cross continent 5 to 9, warm wave 4 to 8, cool 
wave 7 to i i . 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast about 
10, cross west of Rockies country by close of ii, great central 
valleys 12 to 14, eastern states 15. 
Warm wave will cross west 
of Rockies about 10, great central valleys 12, eastern states 14. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 13, great central val­ 
leys 15, eastern states 17. 
This disturbance will not be of great importance, particular­ 
ly west of meiidian 90. 
In most of its journey across the conti­ 
nent it will be a rather well behaved weather disturber. 
But it 
will be the calm before the Storm, the smiling deceiver, the cover 
to the tigar's claws. 
About Nov. 15 this disturbance is expected to reach the 
eastern states and from that time onward look out for the worst. 
Wherever these weather fearures are Nov. 16 you may expect 
extreme weather events that will inflict great discomfort. 
I cannot always lacate each storm feature but indications 
are that on Nov. 16 a low and warm wave will cover the Rockies 
and Pacifice slope along mid-latitude and the northwest, includ­ 
ing Manitoba: that a high and cold wave will cover meridian 90, 
while another low' and warm wave will cover the northeastern 
states. 
The above indidates the order in which the separate 
weather features will move eastward across the continent. 
Near Nov. 16 all the furies will break loose. 
Venus and 
Mercury, close to and coming towards the earth like mad hyenas, 
but armed like deep sea animals or electric eels, will send cur­ 
rents of electricity into the earth, largely increasing the earth’s 
magnetic forces which in turn will upset the atmostphere, caus­ 
ing notable weather events, not only in North America but in 
many places all around the earth. 
This impetus, however, will come as the disturbance is pas­ 
sing out to sea and its principal effects will be felt in the next 
disturbance which will be more particularly described in my next 
bulletin. 
Following Nov. 3 will come a succession of important 
weather events. 
A great high teuii>erature wave followed by a 
cold wave and including an abundance of fierce Noveml>er 
weather.

Cowan of Fort Worth is here to argue
